IN the year 1765; Dr. John Leale of Craven- 
Street, London, purchaſed a piece of ground on a 
building Leaſe, and afterwards preſented to the 
public, the Original Plan tor the Inſtitution of this 
Hoſpital. As ſoon as the Building was raiſed, he 
voluntarily, and, without any conſideration, aſſigned 
over to the Governors all his right in the above 
ground, in favor of the Hoſpital. 


Being honored with the Patronage of ſeveral 
Gentlemen of Diſtinction, and favored by the affiſt- 
ance of his Friends, and the Public, which he is 
deſirous moſt reſpectfully to acknowledge; he, at 
laſt, had the ſatisfaction of ſeeing this charitable de- 
ſign carried into execution, after the repeated exer- 
tion of his utmoſt endeavours to that end. 


The Inftitution of this Hoſpital i is principally de- 
ſigned i to relieve the Wives of poor mduftrious tradeſ-

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informed of the many ſevere hardſhips which uns 
married Women undergo, and who, on that account, 
are rejected elſewhere; they have unanimouſly re- 
ſolved to admit ſuch of them as are found to be ob- 
jects of real want, not doubting that this reſolution 
which is feunded in Humanity, will meet with the 
approbation of a generous, and diſcerning Public ; 
many melancholy inſtances having occurred, where 
1 ſuch unfortunate Women overwhelmed with ſhame, 
and deſtitute of Hope, Money, or Friends, have been 
driven to deſpair, by ſuch complicated miſery, and 
were tempted to deſtroy themſelves, or murder their

ſSubvzect to this Diſeaſe, 


IT may be obſerved of Sea-Sa/z, that 
the force of the digeſtive faculties only 


ſerves to ſubtilize its parts, but is inſuf- 1.8 
ficient to change its nature, which, 59 


after repeated circulations, ſtill remains 
invincibly the ſame; ſo that without 
theſe ſalts, with which the blood is 
overſtocked, are plentifully carried out 
of the body by the urinary paſſage, they 
will fall upon the glands of the ſkin, in 
form of ſcarbutic eruptions; or by 
eroding the muſcular fibres, the Blood 
will extravaſate, and occaſion livid

In ſuch a putrid ſtate of humors as 
has been already hinted at, watery i. 
[uents, though impregnated with the 
moſt proper medicinal virtues, can be 
of little ſervice, except endued with ſuch 
a ſaponaceous quality, as will become a 
medium to incorporate and combine the 
watery with their r7ancid oily parts: The

| ERCURY, or Quick-Silver, is 
a ponderous mineral fluid, con- 

fiſting of very minute globular parts, 
eaſily diviſible, and the heavieſt of all 
bodies, excepting gold; its effects on 
the human Body are various and 
ſurprizing, but in general, may be ac- 
counted for, from its gravity, diviſibi- 
lity and figure ; by the firſt property, it 
may be confidered to act with a mecha- 
nical power, like that of the wedge, Sc. 
by the ſecond, it becomes capable of 
inſinuating

inſinuating itſelf into, and pervading 
the moſt minute capillary veſſels ; and 
by the third, *tis exquiſitely fitted for 
motion and circulation, when mixed 
with animal Fluids. 10 


THe preparations of this mineral, as 
applied to the practice of Medicine, 
have afforded ſubjects for various opi- 
nions, being, by ſome, deemed highly 
pernicious, and ſuſpected of aſenical 
qualities, conſequently a dangerous Poi- 
fon, and unfit for men putpoſes ; ; 
others again, have applauded their ex- 
cellence, and zealouſly inſiſted on their 
ſafety and efficacy in many Diſeaſes, 
particularly that of the Luer Venera; 
but both parties have certainly erred in 
the extreme; for the firſt raſhly con- 
demned this medicine, from the terrible 
ſymptoms that followed its improper 
uſe, without ever conſidering that the 
horrid devaſtation it made was more 
owing to its immoderate quantity, than 
to any deleterious quality reſiding in it. 
On the other hand, the advocates for it, 
too

too laviſhly commended it, without ſuf- 
. fliciently attending to thoſe particular 
| caſes, in which later experience proves it 
to be extremely pernicious.

MEeRrcvuRy, in its pureſt ſtate, ſeems 
void of all acrimony, except diveſted of 
its. natural form by a chymical proceſs ; 

| and ſuch is. the peculiar property of this 
I | Fluid, that its ultimate particles will 
1 ſtill retain their ſpherical figure, though 
if divided and reſolved into the moſt ſub- 
1 tile vapor; and ſince it is ſuppoſed to 
act upon the human body by its gravity, 
diviſibility, and figure, tis highly probable 
that all elaborate chymical proceſſes, by 
changing its figure, leſſening its gravity, 
and fixing its motion, rather tend to deſtroy 
than exalt its medicinal virtues.

MrRcuklIAls, when judiciouſly given 
may cure the Pox in robuſt habits; yet 


there are many conſtitutions which have 


ſuffered ſo much from the long con- 
tinuance of the diſeaſe, and improper uſe 


of this mineral, that they are unable any 


longer to withſtand the force of ſevere 
: remedies, and would unavoidably {nk 
under a /a/ivation, which, with along 


courſe of abſtinence, during the pro- 


greſs of it, would bring on ſuch waſte 


of body, as never to be repaired; fo 


that many patients, though. perhaps 
cured of the Diſeaſe, would languiſh out 
their days, and at laſt die of a Conſump- 
Zion. This I have often ſeen with muck 
concern, eſpecially in delicate conſtitu- 
tions, as in Caſe Thirteenth.

Mercury is a fluid, whoſe {ſpecific 
gravity is fourteen times greater than 
that of the human blood 5 Vet, in 
the ſmaller arteries, it will be above 

hundred times greater, accord- 
ing to the calculation of the learned

Tr is evident what muſt be the con- 
ſequence of this great diſproportion 
between the increaſed motion of the 


blood, and reſiſtance of its veſſels ; for 


as they are ated upon by a force one

From hence it plainly appears, that 


after taking Mercury in large quantities, 
the Blood acts with the greateſt violence, 


at a time when the ſolids are leaſt able 


to reſiſt it; and conſequently by its ra- 


pidity, may <w7/? ts containing veſſels; as 
appears evident from the patient's Sloody 
Stools, and a diſcharge of blood from the 
noſe, mouth, or lungs. So groſs and 
dangerous is the miſtake of rating the. 
patient's ſafety by the quantity of Mer- 
cury adminiſtered, that it has proved

W1THoUT diſregarding the teſtimony 
of truth, it cannot be denied, that this 
remedy is often attended with conſe- 
quences not only dangerous but fatal ; 
particularly where a Heclic Fever pre- 
vails, or where the /ungs or any of the 


fofter internal parts are in a decayed ſlate; 
for to give Mercury with freedom in ſuch 


caſes, would be giving certain Death to the 
Patient. * 


"For the reaſons already laid down, it 
will diſpoſe the body to a ſtate of uni- 
verſal relaxation, which will become the 
parent of ſtubborn, and ſometimes incu- 
rable chronic complaints; ſuch as exceſ- 


five Weakneſs, Conſumption, Dropyy, Bectic 


Fever, or Melancholy. 


_ Every one, from his own experi- 
ence, may know the inconvenience at- 
tending a ſimple ſprain in any part of 
the body, and how long it is before the 
affected

affected part regains its former ſtrength. 

'The ſame cauſe, though i in a leſs degree, 
will alſo account for the exceſſive weak- 
neſs that ſo often follows a high- raiſed 
Salivation, or the immoderate uſe of 
Mercury; for in both caſes the nature of 
the injury is the ſame, viz. the applica- 
tion of a greater force to the ſolids than 
their natural ſtructure can bear; only 
in the firſt, the effect is inſtantaneoully 
produced in a particular part, with the 
ſenſe of pain; but in the laſt is uni- 
verſal, brought about by degrees ſo ſlow 
and inſenſible, as not to give ſuch mani- 

feſt marks of approaching danger. 


InDIGESTION and Deſection of Spirits 
are likewiſe diſorders more immediately 
ariſing from relaxation than any other 
cauſe ; as 1s evident, by the means which 
relieve them ; for whatever braces the 
fibres and increaſes muſcular motion, 
ſeldom fails of reſtoring the 1 and 
ſpirits. 
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In ſuch a ſtate of bodily weakneſs, 


the nouriſhment derived from food in 


the ſtomach is not ſufficiently digeſt- 
ed and prepared, and conſequently en- 


ters the blood in a crude, unconcocted 


Nate, without being ſo ſubdued and ſub- 


tilized by the circulating powers, as 
duly to nouriſh the body; hence the 
patient frequently falls into a Con/ump- 
tion, Dropſy, or ſome other diſeaſe of the 
chronic kind. 


Tax mineral ſo'ofteri mentioned, has 
been charged by the ancients with many 
pernicious qualities, and ſome “ obſer- 
vations of very moderate date, ſeem to 
fecond their opinion ; ſuggeſting, that it

T ls opinion is confirmed and proved 
even to demonſtration, from an expe- 
riment by Dr. Moulin, in the Philoſ. 

No. 192. p. 486. where, by 
injecting crude, Mercury into the jugular 
vein of a dog, the mercurial globules 
had . burſt through the ſmall veſſels in 
the lungs, and forced their way to the 
ſurface, ſeparating their external cover- 
ing in form of ſmall bliſters, and where 
the globules lay conſpicuous to the 
naked eye; as this ſeems pertinent to 
the preſent ſubject, I have tranſcribed a 
few lines at the concluſion, as the reſult 
of the experiment,

fifty-three, by the recommendation of 
Mr. Ozorn, his Apothecary at C ferhemwell- 
Green, applied to me: about ſeven years 
before, he had beeh conſtantly troubled 
with nodurnal pains, which ſo much 
deprived him of his natural reſt, that he 
ſeldom ſlept till towards morning, when 
the pains conſiderably abated.

At this time he put himſelf 
under the care of Mr. Oborn his Apothe- 
cary, who had treated his caſe judici- 
ouſly, and uſed every method which he 
thought bid faireſt for a cure. He tried 
fumigation and the ſeveral Mercurial 
preparations, but particularly the Blue 
Pill, with a ftrong decoclion of Sarſapa- 
rilla, but without the wiſhed-for effect; 
for the Ulcers ſtill continued in a cot- 
roding ſtate, and ſoon after another 
Ulcer made its appearance on the roof 
of his mouth, which deſtroyed the Pa- 
late-Bone quite through. — Finding his 
Diſeaſe thus uncommonly mnveterate, and 
fo deeply rooted in his conſtitution by 
length of time, he began to loſe all 
hopes of a cure, as well as the patient, 
who ſeemed ſinking very faſt, being 
much too weak to think of undergoing 
the ſeverity of a Salivation. In this

Upon examining bis throat, I found 


both the 7. kit Glands conſumed by 
Ulcers, which ſeemed ſpreading to the 
ſurrounding parts; the Lula was eaten 
away at its baſis, and hung by a ſmall 
thread ready to drop into the throat, 
which was therefore ſnipped * off with 
the probe-ſciſſars ; the Uſer on the roof 
of his mouth had made its way through
